P.C. KNOX PLEADS FOR THAW 


Ftrm er Secretary of State Appears In 


Supreme Court for Slayer. 


Washington, Dec. 4.- Philander C. 
Knox, former secretary of state, ap- 
jt* art'd in the supreme court as an at­ 
torney for Harry K. Thaw, by tiling a 
brief in behalf of the celebrated de­ 
fendant, In opposition to the state of 
Nt w York’s 
proposal 
to extradite 
Thaw from New Hampshire. 
Mr. Knox contends that Thaw has 
been adjudged insane by the New 
York courts and not responsible for 
tin killing of 
Stanford White, and 
that it is a fundamental principle of 
law that extradition proceedings may 
no* be used for any other purpose 
than to return a fugitive criminal to 
trial.
